INTIMIDATION OF NEWS- 
VENDORS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Bernard McCloskey, John Byrne, Michael 
Smyth and James O'Neill pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of having, on different dates in 
November and December last, intimidated 
newsvendors to prevent them from MEN 
copies of the Jrish Press. McCloskey anc 
O'Neill were further charged with assault, 
and with stealing papers from the vendors, 
There were eleven counts in all, 

William Ashmore, a newsvendor, said that 
as he was selling papers on the 11th Novem- 
ber McCloskey and O'Neill came up to him. 
‘hey threatened him and took from him 76 
copies of the Zrish Press. On the 26th 
November he saw them in Parnell street, 
and saw O'Neill take a parcel of papers 
with the aid of a piece of wire from behind 
a railing, where they had been left until a 
pewsagent'’s shop was opened. 

“James Connell, a ‘‘shopper,’’ gave evidence 
that, on the 24th Moveaber, when carrying 
copies of the Irish Press on the handlebars 
of a bicycle, he was stopped by McCloskey, 
who took the papers from him and had them 
torn up by two other men in his presence. 

Thomas Powell, newsvendor, said that on 
the night of 26th December McCloskey called 
at his house and warned him not to sell the 
Irish Press any more. He continued to sell 
the newspaper. 

William Rochford said that at about mid- 
night on the 20th December he heard shouts 
at the door calling him “'scab ” and other 
names. When he opened the door he recog- 
nised the four accused men, one of whom he 
knew by the name of “ Chinaman ' Smith. 
His bicycle was taken, but he recovered it 
later damaged and punctured. 

Bernard McCloskey, denying the charges 
on oath, said that it was quite simple for 
newsvendors to sell the Zrish Press and then 
report that the papers had been taken off 
them and torn up, and then get fresh copies 
for nothing. He had no connection with 
the strike, except to work for the “Truth 
in the News” in Unity Hall. That was a 
paper brought out by the strikers.

TRAIN PASSENGER'S 
ACTION FAILS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE MOONAN.) 

Henry Freeman, commercial agent, Sandy- 
cove, sued the Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany for £300 damages for personal injuries 
which he sustained at Sandycove Station by 
reason of the alleged deficient lighting of 
the platform. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that he 
was a season ticket-holder on the line be- 
tween Westland row and Sandycove. On the 
evening of November 16th, 1931, he was 
alighting from a train when, owing to the 
want of light on the platform, he fell for- 
ward and broke his arm. He was taken to 
Baggot Street Hospital, where he was de- 
tained for eighteen days. His total. medical 
expenses were £57, and’ for three months 
afterwards he lost an income of £50 a month, 
besides the loss of general business. 

The defence was that the accident was 
caused solely by the plaintiff's negligence. 

Michael Quinn, foreman at the station, said 
that the lighting on the platform was good at 
the time of .the accident. 

The Judge held that the railw ! 
were not guilty of negligence in the matter 
of lighting, and dismissed the action. 

Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by Mr. 
Gerald Byrne) appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. Joseph Healy (instructed by Messrs. 
Bradley and Son) for the railways company.

He was continually 
taking her money, and on several occasions 
removed ihe boots from one of the children 
to pawn them. 

Inspector O'Donnell, of the N.S8.P.C.C., 
said that he had heard that once when the 
defendant was fined 10s. for being drunk 
and disorderly he paid the fine in coppers 
earned by his wife on the streets.

NENAGH FARMEB'S 
APPEAL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AN 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) | 

The hearing concluded of an appeal by 
Thomas Coffey, Derrybawn, Nenagh, against 
the dismissal by Judge Sealy of his action 
against the Tipperary County Council (Sa 
for loss of cattle alleged to have been cau 
by eating or licking the tops of tar barrels 
thrown into plaintaff’s field by servants of 
the County Council, who were tarring the 
road. On the facts» Judge Sealy found for 
appellant, but. gave judgment for defendants 
on the ground that they were entitled to rely 
on the Public Authorities Protection Act. 

It was stated that the acts complained of 
occurred in June, 1931, and that the action 
was not brought until July, 1952, and, that, 
consequently, the plaintiff was inte if the 
Public Authorities Protection Act applied. 
lt was also submitted that defen had 
not used the field as a refuse dump, but that 
two or three gf reg tops of barrels might 
have gone over the fence. 

The Court allowed the appeal, Mr. Justice 
Sullivan expressing the opinion that the act 
complained of as giving a cause of action 
to the plaintiff was not protected under the 
Public sag É Dupattsa Act.

TWO MEN CHARGED WITH 
THEFT 


In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. O/’Sullivan, D.J.. Michael 
O'Flaherty, traveller, 26 North King street, 
and Timothy Wilson, shopkeeper, 87 Upper 
Church street, were charged with conspiracy 
and stealing from the premises of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
pany, at North Wall, about 160 boxes of 
safety razor blades, valued at £264 7s.

As the of incubation generally 
varies a little, it is small wonder if a consider- 
able number of persons should be struck 
down simultaneously im a town where 
Em no case of the disease has been 
own. 


THE GERM THEORY. 


The disease, once started, will, naturally, 
spread from person to person until the 
epidemic reaches its height, this height being 
reached when the majority of the inhabitants 
have been attacked with greater or less 
intensity, for while some suffer from marked 
symptoms, there are many who escape with 
such comparative ease that they are able to 

o about their daily tasks, and in this way 

elp to increase the spread of the disease. 

This germ theory is entirely opposed to 
the name; for influenza is an Italian word, 
and the disease was so called by the Italians 
because they ascribe it to the infiuence of 
the stars. That the disease is due to a 
germ is certain, for so long back as 1892 a 
characteristic bacillus was discovered in the 
bronchial secretion, the blood, and other 
tissues of those suffering from the disease. 

The symptoms are so well known that one 
need hardly mention them. As a general 
rule, the sufferer feels more or Jess indis- 
posed for a day or so before the actual 
attack begins. The temperature usually 
rises rapidly and continues high from three 
to five days, when, with proper care, the 
symptoms subside, leaving the patient very 
considerably enfeebled, easily tired, and unfit 
for much active work. ; 

Influenza varies greatly in its intensity 
according to the particular form or type it 
assumes. There are three major ' io 
of these types, depending on whether the 
respiratory, the digestive or the nervous 
systems are most involved. In the respiratory 
type of the disease, catarrh of the throat 
and bronchial tubes, acute bronchitis, pneu- 
monia, etc., are apt to occur, and of these 
pneumonia is the most serious complication. 


GO TO BED! 


In the treatment. of influenza there is one 
great rrle Go to bed and stay there. There 
is no doubt bed is the gr 


preventive of the spread of the disease to 
others. To fight against the disease, to en- 
deavour to carry on is foolish in the extreme ; 
for not only is the risk of lung trouble greatly 
increased, but the disease takes longer to 
shake off, and the resultant weakness lasts 
much longer than it otherwise would do. It 
is also unfair to others. How many people 
lost their lives during past epidemics through 
the desire of their fellow-workers to carry on 
can never be known, but it may readily be 
imagined. 

To ge to bed then is the first rule, and the 
second is to s‘-7 there until the temperature 
has fallen to normal, or in the case of elderly 
pe for several days after. Food must be 
ight, ecsily digested, milk, rice, white fish 
and broths forming the staple dietary. Con- 
stipation should be guarded against and in 
every case of severity careful nursing and 
attention to the hygiene of the sick-room 
are imperative. A medical man should in- 
variably be called in, as attention will thus 
be directed at the earliest moment to any 
complication eii.2r to the respiratory, car- 
diac, or nervous ¢,.tems that may threaten 
to supervene, 

To enable one to resist attacks of influenza 
resort is frequently had to quinine, and the 
ammoniated tincture of quinine especially. 
These are useful when the y is below par 
and tonics are required, but the greatest 
reliance should be placed upon the avoidance 
of overheated rooms, suitable clothing, 
guarding against cold and damp, and atten- 
tion given to the bodily functions generally. 
Over-work and over-worry are fertile factors 
in the provision of a suitable feeding ground 
for the ubiquitous bacillus influenza. 

After-treatment is important, and much can 
be done in removing the attendant weakness 
by the use of suitable tonics.» Quinine and iron 
for the run-down, the breat anaemic, or 
the nervous victim, are ee indicated, 
while for those who are left with: a.trouble- 
some or pel cough, cod-liver oil, either 
pure or in the form of an emulsion combined 
with malt is advantageous.

Dr. Kenneth Bailey tells me that the fer this

East Winds. 


I have heard a good many people 
complain of the bitterly cold weather 
which has been prevalent of late, but it 1s 
a curious fact that most of those affected 
do not seem to realise that the tempera- 
ture was actually much. lower earlier in 
January. The recent discomfort, which 
was shown in chapped hands and cracked 
lips, was due, not so much to frost as to 
east winds, which blew direct from the 
frozen plains of Northern Russia and 
Siberia. The east wind is much more 
severe than winds coming from other 
quarters, mainly, I imagine, because of its 
steady and relentless pressure. Westerly 
or northerly winds may fluctuate from a 
gentle zephyr to a hurricane, but they are 
rarely maintained at the same level of 
intensity. Fortunately for the inhabitants 
of this country, about eighty per cent. of 
our weather comes from the Atlantic; the 
remaining twenty per cent. approaches us 
from Russia and Siberia. Recent weather 
forecasts contain references to what is 
known as the “ Russian anti-cyclone,”’ a 
huge area of atmospheric pressure 
which has its centre in Russia, but 
is gradually spreading over adjacent 
countries. The east winds would seem to 
indicate that this area of pressure is 
expanding, and, if this be so, we may 
look out for a spell of unusually severe 
weather. Similar periods of intense cold 
occurred in 1890, 1895, and again in 1929, 
and they were invariably associated with 
winds which blew from Eastern Europe. 
In no part of the Arctic Circle is the 
temperature as low as it is in winter over 
Eastern Siberia, where it sometimes 
reaches 90° below zero. ) 


Muffs. 


It has frequently been observed that the 
vagaries of fashion tend to repeat them- 
selves, and even within the last few years 
attempts have been made to revive the 
bustle, the crinoline, and the picture hat. 
Fortunately, common-sense and a naíural 
desire on the part of women to preserve 
their freedom of movement made short 
work of these innovations. There is one 
Victorian fashion, however, which seemed 
to stand a better chance of revival than 
some other modes of that era—the muff, 
which was used to protect the hands from 
winter cold... This article, which was 
sometimes secured by a chain, serfved also 
as a receptacle for small personal posses- 
sions. Women in the ‘nineties did not 
find it necessary to carry round‘with them 
so large a number of miscellaneous 
accessories as they do to-day; all they 
needed could be carried in their pockets— 
and a muff. When pockets went out of 
fashion, and it became necessary to carry 
more articles the hand-bag superseded the 
muff, since it was impossible to carry 
both. I should not be surprised if there 
are still two opinions on this matter; the 
young women who drive motor cars and 
aeroplanes wquid certainly regard mufis as 
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Bessbrook,. . 


A friend of mine, who motored through 
South penne recently, tells me that he 
was surprised “to; the fine ed 
scenery between Bessbrook and ths banal 
villages of Baleek and Camlough, which 
he had thought of as an industrial district. 
While passing through Camlough on one 
occasion I remember being imp by 
the beautiful scenery, and noticing par- 
ticularly the magnificent hills which rise 
above the lake on the outskirts of the 
village, whith is, by the way, close to the 
home of Mr. Frank Aiken, the Minister of 
Defence in Mr. de Valera’s Cabinet. © The 
reason for my friend's surprise concerns no 
less a person than Mr. Bernard Shaw, who 
visited Bessbrook in 1879, and placed the 
following remarks, which have been sent 
to me, on record, -‘‘ Bessbrook,’’ he wrote, 
““ig the model village, where the in- 
habitants neither swear nor get drunk, and 
look as if they would very much like to do 
both. This place would make Mr. Ruskin 
ery if he saw it, it is so excéssively ugly. 
They keep a swan there, which, Iam sure, 
passes its time regretting that it cannot 
drown itself.” I£ Mr. Shaw is a life 
member of any. associations in the North 
of Ireland, these remarks should surely 
justify his suspension. 


Thrushes. 


One of the results of this spell of cold 
weather will be to bring down from the 
more northern countries the larger 
thrushes. Already I have noticed a great 
increase in the number of missel thrushes, 
and I expect a considerable. number of 
red wings and fieldfares if the tempera- 
ture continues at its present low level. 
These large and comely birds lend a great 
deal of beauty and charm to our somewhat 
bare winter fields, and their presence is 
always welcome. With the approach of 
warmer weather and spring they almost 
invariably desert us *r the pine forests 
of Sweden and Denmark, where they 
usually build their nests, but I believe 
that in the more northerly portions of 
these islands they condescend to remain 


ence ag the. 
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On the Continent they use these large 
birds as food, and it is by no means un- 
common to see them figure on the ménu. 
Liége is famous for its thrushes, and, of 


course, there is the familiar proverb: 
“En défaut de grives on mange des 


merles.’’ In spite of their vaunted ex- 
cellence, many will find it hard to kill 
these birds that lend such beauty to our 
bare fields and fill the damp winter days 
with their song. 


Mad Dog ! 


I have never, as far as I_can remember, 
seen a mad dog, but, as I walked along 
the street a few days ago, I felt certain 
that that experience was not to be denied 
to me any. lomger. A small fox terrier 
had been trottimg along quietly before me, 
and, after the imquisitive, manner of its 
kind, exploring everything-around, Some 
workmen were employed around a manhole 
in the street, and as I reached ¢hem I saw 
the terrier suddenly start off at a great 
speed, as if it had been discharged from 
a cannon. It ran straight for a time, 
howling loudly, and then circled round, 
twisting and turning, and never slacken- 
ing speed for a second. I was quite certain 
that it had suddenly gone mad, and 
several other people seemed to hold a 
similar opinion. It was not until I spoke 
to one of the workmen, however, that I 
got the correct explanation, A: hot solder- 
ing iron was lying beside the manhole, 


and the terrier, in his guest for know- 
ledge, had the misfortune to come into

EXPERIMENTS 
PROVE A SUCCESS. 


[pressed cos progress in the use of com- 


coal-gas as a motor-fuel is re- 
ported, following further experimental 
tests recently conduc “á the 
Industrial Research Laboratory of the 
Birmingham Corporation Gas Department 
and other public authorities in Britain. 
rations of vehicles yun by com- 
pressed coal-gas, as well as of inventions, 
recently developed by British engineers and 
others who have collaborated in solving 
various technical problems involved, promise 
to be among the most significant ‘features of 
the Birmingham Section of the British Indus- 
tries Fair, opening on February 20th. 

It is understood that the developments 
are being closely watched by Governmental 
and ogee gan ca oF that soe 
tion is bein erly sought by representa- 
tives of foreign tptertits likely to be afrected. 
Some of the more recent achievements are 
being guarded with the utmost secrecy, — 

It is clear that if coal-gas can replace 
petrol, British dependence upon outside 
sources of supply for motor fuel will be re- 
duced. and a new stimulus wll be given to 
the British coal industry. 

The latest running tests show that not 
only can compressed AN replace petrol, 
but that it can do so with decided economy 
in running costs and other manifest advan- 
ta These include— 

reater ease of starting in cold weather; 

Remarkably improved engine ‘‘flexibility”’ ; 

Greater engine power and improved accele- 
ration ; 

Lower maintenance costs—engines run on 
coal-gas, for instance, rarely require decar- 
bonising ; 
atmospheric Iintion—when  com- 

sed coal-gas is used the exhaust is found 
free irom obnoxious | gases such as 
carbon-monoxide. 

It is notable that the majority of high 
speed petrol engines manufactured in Britain 
are at present ' run in ” on coal-gas, because 
it is less expensive than petrol. With coal- 
gas at 6d. per therm, it is stated, the fuel 
cost of ' running in ” engines is actually 50 
per cent, less than it would be with petrol. 


DURING WAR YEARS, 


Coal gas, as a substitute for petrol, was 
used widely during the World War when 
light and heavy vehicles with “ balloons” of 
gas were familiar enough. Tests carried out 
during the war proved beyond question that 
a high degree of thermal efficiency was ob- 
tained with coal-gas, and showed that 
this could be further improved by increasing 
the compréssion ratio of the engine to a 
figure considerably, higher than that possible 
when petrol was used as a fuel. 

_“ Balloons ’’.of gas, however, had. distinct 
disadvantages, the chief of whith was that. 
despite their size, they were not capable of 
holding highly compressed gas, and, cor 
sequently,. they. provided a. limited. fuel 
storage capacity. This meant that the radius 
of operation for cars—without refilling—was 
restricted. , 

Since the war extensive research work, in 
which the Industria] Research Laboratory of 
the Birmingham Corporation Gas Depart- 
ment has taken a leading part, has been 
carried on with the object of making the use 
of compressed gas practicable. 


STEEL CONTAINERS, 


One of the principal difficulties has been te 
devise containers which could conveniently 
be carried on motor vehicles without occupy- 
ing excessive space or adding excessive 
weight, and which, at the same time, would 
be strong enough to hold an adequate supply 
of compressed gas, This difficulty has Ea 
overcome through the invention: of special 
alloy steel cylinders, or storage. bottles, of 
high tensile strength and toughness. 

A small high-pressure gas compressor, 
designed for a final pressure of 5,000lb. per 
square inch, and used for filling the storage 
bottles, has been invented by Messrs. Belliss 
and Morcom, Ltd., the well-known Birming- 
ham engineers. 

This firm has also successfully) developed 
special control and reducing ‘valves, which are 
used for breaking down the compressed gas 
to slightly below atmospheric pressure before 
it is admitted from the storage bottles to the 
engine. 

No costly adaptations of the ordinary type 
of internal combustion engine itself are in- 
volved. Any engine now run on petrol can 
be adapted to use compressed coal-gas by 
substituting for the ¢arburetter a special type 
of air-gas mixer which has been designed by 
officials of the Birmingham Corporation Gas 
Depattment, in conjunction with Messrs. 
Amal, J.itd., carburetter manufacturers, Bir- 
mingham.

NOVELIST AND 
PLAYWRIGHT. 


THE FORSYTE 
CHRONICLES.

E regret to announce the death of Mr. 

John Galsworthy, the well-known 

novelist, which occurred at his home at 
Hampstead, London, yesterday. 

Though John Galsworthy is dead his 
natne will live as that of a writer who pos- 
sessed at once a wonderful insight, de- 
licacy of treatment and sureness of touch. 
He was born on August 14, 1867. 1t was 
for the law that his parents intended him 
after he had gone through Harrow and 
had been up at New College, Oxford. The 
law. however, did not appeal to him. 

But. as he once confessed, he was a late 

starter in his literary career; so that it 
was not until 1868 that his first book, 
** Jocelyn,”” was published. He attracted 
wider attention six years later with “ The 
Island Pharisees,’’ but it was the as- 
sembling of five sequent romances into 
“The Forsyte Saga’’ in 1922 that won 
him international recognition. 


THE FORSYTE SAGA, 


The first of the series was “ The Man 
of Property.” (1906)—his favourite work, 
by the way—followed by ‘‘ The Indian 
Summer cf a Forsyte ” (1918), “ In Chan- 
cery '’ (1920), ‘‘ Awakening ’’ (1920), and 
“To Let’? (1921). 

As a detailed picture of upper middle- 
class society during the latter years of 
(Queen Victoria’s reign and the early ones 
of King Edward this sequence was a re- 
markable achievement. 

That picture was supplemented by the 
greater number of Galsworthy’s other 
novels, among them being: “ The Country 
House ” (1907), ‘‘ Fraternity ” (1909), 
“The Patrician’’ (1911), and “ The 
Freelands ’’ x 915). 

In 1924 “ The White Monkey ' made 
its appearance. This was the first volume 
of a new trilogy,. ‘‘ Modern . Comedy,’’ 
which endeayoured to do for London after 
the. War what ‘‘The Forsyte Saga”’ had 
accomplished for an earlier generation. 
Soames Forsyte, by then a familiar figure 
in ‘fiction, appeared in each one of 
the new series, the other two being ‘‘ The 
Silver Spoon ”' (1926) and “ Swan Song ”’ 
(1928). 

The British Museum does not often ac- 
cept the manuscripts of living authors, 
hut when in July, 1929, Mr. Galsworth 
offered to present to the trustees on beha 
of the nation the original autograph manu- 
scripts, with. his corrections and revisions 
of this series known as “ The Forsyte 
Chronicles,’’ .the gift was accepted, 
and the manuscripts were placed 
on view, They were estimated 
to be commercially,..worth £8,000. to 
£10,000,. even without the manuscript of 
“he Man of Property,” which, unfor- 
tunately, had been destroyed. 


DRAMA. 


John Galsworthy was not only a novelist, 
his plays also had won him fame. . 1906 
was a great year for him. Not only did 
“The Man of Property ” begin to grip the 
public, but his k cá “ The Silver Box,” 
introduced him to the theatre as a drama- 
tist of great power and originality. 

Then there was ‘‘ Loyalties,’’ “ Justice ”’ 
and “ The Skin Game,’’ each of which 
added to a reputation already firmly 
established. In “ The Show ” he depicted 
one of his passionate dislikes—publicity. 
Just. one little story may serve as an 
index to the innate kindliness of the man. 
After it was announced that he had written 
a play called “ The Disinherited,’’ which 
was due to be produced within a week or 
two, he heard that a novel bearing the 
same title had just been published and was 
already attracting some attention. 

The publishers approached Mr. Gals- 
worthy and asked him if he could see his 
way to choose another title, and so avoid 
possible overshadowing of the young 
novelist’s work. He agreed to the sugges- 
tion at orice; and his play duly appeared 
under the name of ‘* Exiled.’’ | 

“I write for my wife,” he once told an 
interviewer. ‘‘ Each of my books is 
dedicated to her. I owe it to her that I 
became an author. It was she who advised 
me to become a playwright, and she was 
so persistent that I tried my hand at it.’’ 


OFFERED ‘A KNIGHTHOOD. 


In 1918 Mr. Galsworthy was offered a 
knighthood,. but declined it. Owing to an 
error, the award actually appeared in the 
New Year's Honours List of that year, but 
a correction was issued next day deleting 
the name at his request. 

In the Birthday Honours of 1929, how- 
ever, came the bestowal of the Order of 
Merit ‘‘ for services to literature and the 
drama,” as the official record put it. 

Last November he was awarded the Nobel 
prize for literature, the value of which was 
about £8,000. 

Last December Mr. Galsworthy came 
from his home at Bury, Sussex, to London 
to receive special treatment as his health 
had been causing anxiety to his friends for 
some time, Strain and overwork were 
stated to be contributory causes of his con- 
dition,

NORTH CO. DUBLIN 
MATCH REVIVED. 


(From Oun Acricutturat CORRESPONDENF,) 
ge HE revival of the North County Dublin 


ing match on the farm of Mr. 
. Monks, at Huntstown, The Boot, 
County sin, yesterday, proved a temark- 
able success. It was organised by a strong 
local committee, of which Mr. Belton, 
T.D., is chairman, with Messrs. Joseph 
O'Neill and Richard Blake as hon. treasurers, 
and Mr. T. Ward, of the Dublin Committee 
of Agriculture, as hon. secretary. 

It is eighteen years since a ploughing match 
was held in this part of the county, and 
those whose memory goes back to the 
occasion will have noticed yesterday a 
difference in the quality of the teams turned 
out. In, pre-war days participants in 
ploughing matches were usually noted for 
teams of the Clydesdale type, which were 
then extensively bred in the county. Yester- 
day there were only two pairs of decidedly 
Clydesdale type, the others being mainly 
light-legged half-breds. ' 

There were twenty-three entries, and only 
one failed to put in an appearance, so that, 
in the two classes provided, there was ample 
scope for. keen competition. The competitors 
came from all parts of the county, and the 
large number of farmers present freely com- 
mented upon the different styles of ploughing. 

For ordinary County Dublin farming open 
work is found to give the best results, but 
in the Counties Kildare and Wexford, close, 
solid ploughing is preferred, and, in their 
awards, it is evident that some of the judges 
fancied this. Of course, it was not expected 
that they would please everyone, but they did 
their work fairly and very thoroughly. Their 
names are :—Messrs. A. há, Newbridge, 
Camolin, County Wexford ; Joseph G. Gilbert, 
Coolfaney, Tinahely, County Wicklow; James 
O'Neill, Athy, County Kildare, eh 

Several of the competitors, noted as good 
ploughmen, suffered somewhat from “ stage- 
fright,” and made bad openings, but im- 
proved as the day wore on. The first and 
second prize-winners both came from the 
south side of the county, while the leader in 
the class for ploughmen under twenty-five 
years of age came from Swords. The field 
on which the match was held was stiff four- 
year-old lea, which proved a severe test for 
most of those taking part in the match.

ON THE CONTINENT. 


ATCHING the daily broadcasting 
programmes one cannot fail to be 
struck by evidences of the extraordinary 
popularity of Offenbach’s operatic pieces 
all over the Continent in recent years.

purpose, was made by r, S. Breen on his 
re-election to-day as President of the Water- 
ford Chamber of Commerce, 

Mr. Breen raised the matter after deliver- 
ing his presidential address to the meeting. 
There were, he said, certain moneys whic 
the hospitals had on hands, and there was 
a large amount being held up until after 
the. Committee of Reference had. given their 
decision. They should try to. have those 
conditions which would prevent money. being 
lent. for local housing schemes removed. The 
Corporation were about to start housing 
schemes, but they had no money on hands 
because Corporation Stock was not trusted 


stock, and money could not be given for that | 


purpose, If the hospitals could lend money 
on a Government guarantee, then he thought 
they could use it, and there would be about 
three millions available. 

Mr. A, J. Phelan said that a very large 
part of the money which the hospitals had 
received was for the purpose of extensions 
and buildings, so that if this money were 
to be lent for housing schemes it would not 
be readily available for extensions to the 
hospitals, which would have to be held "- 
He thought that the Government should be 
asked if the hosnitals’ permanently invested 
money could be put into housing schemes. 

Mr. Breen said that he meant to refer to 
the money for endowment purposes, Pro- 
vided a Goverainent uarantee could be got, 
there should be no difficulty. 

Mr. W. C. Mercer said that the idea was 
excellent. He happened to be on a board 
which wanted a loan of £8,000 or £9,000 
recently, and it struck some members that the 
infirmary might lend the money for a period. 
lt was very difficult to get the money from 
banks for a thirty-year period, and the 
interest, he thought, was rather high. They 
wrote to the infirmary before any conditions 
had been laid down, The infirmary could not 
lend the money, and were very sorry not to be 
able to do so. Ifthe board to which he referred 
could pay a higher rate of interest than they 
could get on deposit then he thought that the 
money might be lent on a good guarantee, 
and it would be well watched by the Local 
Government Department. In his opinion, Mr. 
Breen had touched on a matter that might 
bear fruit in the future. 


THE ECONOMIC WAR. 


In his Presidential address, Mr. Breen 
struck an optimistic: note in regard to the 


future of Waterford industries and urged 


harmonious working with the Government. 

“We are hoping for the best in the city 
He said: 
for the coming year, and I do hope and feel 
sure our T.D.’s will use their influence and 
press the Government for the establishment 
of a cement factory in Waterford which will 
be a big medium of employment. I think we 
can be quite certain that a flour mill will be 
established if things go as they are going. 

“We are not in this Chamber a chamber of 
importers. We have men here and, I feel 
sure, in Chambers throughout the country, 
who are no whit less anxious to help in the 
work of assisting the development of an in- 
dustrial arm common to the country. Now 
that a Government has been elected by a 
majority of the people, whatever our idea or 
beliefs may be, I feel sure I can speak for 
members of this Chamber that our good 
wishes are with them in their task, and that 
any criticisms we may offer will. be -effered 
in a purely helpful way and not for the 
parpoes of impeding or scoring points off 
them. 

“I look forward and hope the day will not 
long be delayed when the differences between 
this nation and Great Britain will be finall 
settled to the mutual satisfaction of the Iris 
and English peoples, so that, undivided by 
any political troubles, we will all be enabled 
to put our shoulder to the wheel to develop 
industry in this agricultural country. 

“1 am sure it is no pleasure for any Go- 
vernment to carry on economic wars and 
hurt a section of their own people in the 
fight, and that it will be a pleasant day for 
all concerned when normal trade will flow 
between the two countries, we on our side 
manufacturing all we can to give employ- 
ment to our own people in our own country 
and selling our surplus agricultural produce 
to England and offering them in return a 
preferential market for what we do not make 
ourselves, 

“The less we hear in future of futile 
wordy arguments between Irishmen and 
labels such as “ Rancher,” “ Diehard,”’ ‘‘ Im- 
perialist,’’ the better for our country. Condi- 
tions have made each of us what we are, 
and as conditions change so men. change. 
Bitterness and party sores constantly harped 
upon will do very little towards what every 
Irishman desires~the prosperity of our native 
land.’ (Applause.)

MAIN ROADS “GOING 
TO PIECES.”

At the adjourned quarterly road works 
meeting of the Cork County Council to-day 
the provisional road works scheme for the 
financial year 1933-34 was under consideration. 

County Surveyor O'’Connor’s estimate for 
main roads was £85,000 and for county roads 
£85,335. For contingencies he asked for 
£2,000 extra each for main and county roads, 
so that his entire estimate was £174,552. 

New proposals inserted by members of the 
Council and the County Surveyor amounted 
to an estimated expenditure of £41,869 
County Surveyor’s proposals, and £95,707 for 
those in the names of members. 

For members’ proposals, after discussion, it 
was agreed to follow last rá procedure 
of allocating £2,000 to each of the eight 
electoral areas. 

The County Surveyor told the Council that 
some of the tarred roads were rapidly going 
to pieces—main roads, which were unable to 
live up to the present day traffic. The main- 
tenance money available last year was not 
able to keep these roads in good condition. 
He asked for an increased amount this year.

as Circuit Court Judge for Cork City and 
County. There was an extremely large at- 
tendance of solicitors practising in the city 
and county, while the members of the 
Southern Bar, arrayed in wig and gown, 
were almost all present. The Lord Mayor of. 
Cork (Alderman Sean French), wearing his 
chain of office, sat with Judge Kenny on the 
bench, while in the body of the court were 
several members of the Corporation. 

The Judge's retirement was made the 
occasion of a presentation, which took the 
form of a handsome gold watch and chain, a 
shot-gun and case, and a pair of field glasses. 

Mr. George Daly said that the array of 
practitioners present from the city and count 
showed the deep esteem and regard whic 
they all entertained for his lordship. It was 
a signal display from those who had learned 
to appreciate his worth and who came to 
register their great regret at his enforced 
retirement. It was only due to Judge Kenny 
that the highest tribute of which the Bar 
was capable should be paid to him on this 
occasion. He had not only won the affection 
and esteem of those who appeared before him 
professionally, but had earned and secured 
the respect of the litigants and of the general 
public. They all deplored that the legislature 
had not found it possible to put into statutory 
form the recommendation of the committee 
that had reported in favour of a further 
extension of the age limit. ‘Applause.) 

Coroner John Horgan, Acting President of 
the Southern Law Association, apologised for 
the absence, through illness, of Mr. Arthur 
Julian, the President, and said that, even 
though it was a trite phrase it was, neverthe- 
less, true of Judge Kenny that he had always 
been their guide, philosopher and friend. 

Mr. D. M. J. O’Connell, the County 
Registrar, associated himself and the clerical 
staffs with the noble tribute deservedly paid 
to Judge Kenny by the leader of the Bar 
and by the Acting-President of the Southern 
Law Association. 


A HARD JOB. 


Returning thanks, Judge Kenny said that 
he had had nothing but happiness during 
his seven and a half vears in Cork, and he 
attributed that chiefly to the help and 
courtesy which he had always received from 
his brethren of the Bar and from the 
solicitors’ profession in the county. Con- 
tinuing, he paid a warm tribute to the 
members of both professions who had 
appeared before him. 

He remarked with satisfaction that he was 
leaving no arrears of work for his ‘successor, 
and to that extent he could congratulate 
himself; for there was a big volume of work 
in that-court. In fact, he found that he was 
doing, single-handed, two-thirds of the 
business done in Dublin City and County. 
He was glad that he had never lost a day 
through illness, and was leaving Cork in as 
good health as when he came to it. 

In conclusion, he paid tribute to the work 
of the Civic Guards and their unswerving 
integrity. 

On behalf of the citizens, the. Lord Mayor 
expressed appreciation of Judge Kenny’s 
services, and regret at his retirement.

Disarmament. 


The 1933 disarmament season opens 
under comparatively fair auspices. Ger- 
many has been lured back to the fold of 
Geneva by a promise that her claim to 
‘“‘equality of status ” shall be recognised. 
Furthermore, several of the Powers have 
submitted schemes for the Promotion of 
disarmament. The French plan of last 
October is still under examination, and 
ought to be approved or disapproved 
within a short time; for it is the first 
item on the agenda of the Conference’s 
General Committee, which will resume its 
labours to-morrow. Nothing has been 
done yet about the Japanese proposals 
for naval limitation, which were sub- 
mitted in November ; but they, presumably, 
will obtain an early hearing. Yesterday 
Great Britain published her plan of

The Railway Strike. - 

Yesterday most of the services of 
the railways operating in Northern Ireland 
were brought to a stand-still. The workers’ 
have refused to accept the “ cut ” which 
was recommended by the majority report 
of the Irish Railway Wages Board last 
November, and have withdrawn their 
labour everywhere on the Northern system. 
Although those Great Northern employés 
who are resident in the Free State enjoy 
the benefit of the Free State Government's 
subsidy, which guarantees them full wages 
until the end of next April, they, too, have 
struck work in sympathy with their 
colleagues on the other side of the border. 
From Belfast to Amiens street the stoppage 
on the Great Northern line is almost 
complete. Yesterday officials of the 
company managed to run a train each way 
between Belfast and Dublin. In the Six 
County area volunteer workers, composed 
largely of students, are maintaining skele- 
ton services; but, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the railway system is paralysed. 
Hitherto the workers on the Great 
Northern Company’s omnibuses have not 
joined the strike. The Railway Clerks’ 
Association also has refrained from action, 
on the ground that the real crisis will come 
at the end of April when the Free State 
Government's subsidy will cease, and that 
it wishes to conserve its energies against 
that date. In a statement issued last 
night the Great Northern Company shows 
clearly thet it is without blame in the 
matter. It accepted the Wages Board's 
award of a reduction amounting to about 
six per cent. cf the men’s earnings, and, 
as for the last few months its expenses 
have been exceeding its receipts, if was 
compelled to put that award into force. 
The present strike is exceedingly foolish 
because it has no chance of success. The 


_Great Northern Company, in common with 


all other railway companies in Ireland, is 
losing money, and cannot possibly afford 
to pay its former rates of wages without 
danger of bankruptcy. At the end of April 
the Great Southern Company, will be in 
precisely the same plight, and, unless by 
that time Mr. de Valera’s Govern- 
ment has achieved a miracle, a 
reduction of wages in the Free State will 
be inevitable. No strike can alter the 
essentials of the railway position in 
Ireland. The present stoppage on the 
Northern system will serve merely to 
accentuate the companies’ difficulties; it 
certainly will not provide them with 
additional funds to pay the old wages 
rates. In the long run the men will be 
forced by stress of economic circumstances 
to accept the wages “ cut,” and the only 
result of the strike will be to intensify their 
misery, inasmuch as many of them 
never will’ be taken back to work.

Unemployment and the Land.

Every nation shall have a 
military “ police” force proportionate to 
its needs, and its existing armies, so far 
as they exceed this minimum, shal] be cut 
down by a definite percentage. 
There are many important details in the 
British plan. It proposes, for example, 
to limit the calibre of mobile land guns 
and to reduce the number of tanks which 
any nation may possess. It is eager to 
abolish the practice of bombing from the 
air, and would limit the size of aircraft, 
in addition to the tonnage and armament 
of all ships of war. Some of the 
worst features of modern warfare certainly 
will be eliminated—at least, in theory— 
before the Conference has concluded its 
labours. For some time past the Bureau 
of the Conference has beer occupied with 
the question of chemical] warfare, which, 
unless the nations pledge themsi!ves to its 
abolition, and keep their bond, will be the 
most awful feature of the next war. So 
long ago as last July the Conference 
agreed that such warfare must be for- 
bidden to the civilised nations. The 
Bureau is spending its time now in an 
effort to decide the penalties that will 
attend any breach of the emijargo. No 
nation is willing to take another on trust ; 
the delegates require, instead, that every 
point of agreement shall be hedged about 
by a host of safeguards, penalties and pro- 
visions. When we consider that every de- 
cision made at Geneva must be subjected to 
the same scrutiny, the hope of positive 
results becomes more remote. 
It would be unfair to expect positive 
results in the twinkling of an eye. If a 
time comes when the armaments of the 
nations” will have been reduced to the 
minimum actually required for defence, 
mankind will have taken one of the 
longest and most moméntous strides 
in history, We “cannot blame the 
pol es men of the nations because they 
to weigh every possible consequence 
disarmament in advance. The fault 
does not lie with their timorousness ; it is. 
found rather im the inconsistency of thir 
present hesitation with their promises 
made in the recent past. Virtually every 
nation ot the ¢ivilised world has signed 


the two pacts which professed to outlaw 


war—the Covenant of the League ot 
Nations and the Pact of Paris. Those ' 


agreements were signed without demur ; 
but, as soon as there is a possibility that 
“they may be put into practical, effect, ihe 


nations» begin to shake their heads.

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| of George Moore, George Saintsbury and 


John Galsworthy. It is a pity that the 
great critic did not survive to analyse 
and contrast the completed works of the 
two great novelists. Both were stylists— 
both strove to carry the written word to 
its ultimate perfection—but there the 
resemblance ends. Moore, in addition to 
a scrupulous conscience for letters, had 
that indefinable genius which is the 
philosopher’s stone of letters; Galsworthy 
had genius, too, but its essence was an 
unlimited and loving capacity for the 
taking of pains. Moore’s country was 
the whole world of art; Galsworthy’s 
country was England. Moore, in many 
respects, was an eighteenth century cynic ; 
Galsworthy was a nineteenth century 
humanitarian. On the whole, we think, 
Professor Saintsbury would have been 
more congenially at home with Moore ; 
but, since he took a century-wide view 
and was a student of influences, it is not 
unlikely that, though he would have 
adjudged Moore the greater novelist, he 
would have assigned to Galsworthy the 
more abiding place in English literature. 
It is very fitting that the mass of John 
Galsworthy’s manuscripts is preserved in 
the British Museum. He belongs to the 
small body of English writers who have 
laid a double claim upon posterity—as 
creators of character and as recorders and 
interpreters of an epoch. The five books 
of the “ Forsyte Saga’’ and the novels 
which succeeded them are not only lively 
and admirable fiction; they are also the 
picture, drawn with a Dutch regard for 
detail, of two generations of English 
society. Round one man, Soames 
Forsyte, Mr. Galsworthy builds the 
record of two generations—the secure, 
placid generation of the late Victorian 
time, and the shaken, rebellious generation 
which emerged from the Great War. The 
Forsyte narrative is totus, teres atque 
rotundus, a masterpiece in its unhurried 
progress, its suggestion, its atmosphere. 
These novels will be an indispensable aid 
to foreign students of England's upper 
middle-class mind; and future English 
students of le temps jadis. will keep them 
on the same shelf with Pepys and Jane 
Austen. John Galsworthy, sound in soul, 
cool’ and shrewd in judgment, will be 
remembered as the Addison of British 
fiction.

Dublin’s Water Supply. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin 
Board of Public Health Mr, Rollins 
suggested that a general water supply 
scheme should be undertaken for County 
Dublin, in order to provide useful work 
for the unemployed.

‘The company regrets that, owing to 
the majority of their employés having 
withdrawn their labour as from midnight 
last night, a great number of the train 
services, both goods and passenger, have 
had to be suspended. 

‘This is particularly the case at the 
southern il of the system, notwith- 
standing that during the continuance of 
the Government subsidy the remuneration 
of the employés in the Free State would 
remain unchanged. 

‘This regrettable situation has arisen 
out of the decision to adopt the majority 
finding of the Irish Railways Wages 
Board, dated 25th November, 1932, given 
after close scrutiny of the evidence sub- 
mitted concerning the financial position 
of Irish railways..The finding was arrived 
at under the procedure Jaid down in the 
scheme of machinery .of negotiation as 
agreed between the Irish railway com- 
panies and the three railwaymen’s trade 
unions; it provided for a reduction in 
wages and salaries equivBient to about six 
per cent. on earnings. 

The Wages Board finding was due to 
come into effect from 26th December last, 
but the Free State Government decided to 
give a grant for a limited period, equal in 
amount to the reduction due to the find. 
ing. Accordingly, within the Free State, 
the railway company is providing so much 
for wages and salaries as results from the 
application of the finding, while the

PICKETS EARLY AT WORK. 
From Our InpusTRIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The promptness with which the strike 
was enforced on the Great Northern Rail- 
way system took many Dublin workers by 
surprise. : 

The railwaymen, however, had received 
their instructions, and carried ‘them out 
to the letter yesterday morning. 

Pickets were on duty at an early hour, 
and men who had not already received 
instructions were turned back on their 
way to work. 

Those not so directly affected—the rail- 
way ‘busmen and the members of the 
Railway Clerks’ Association—had received 
no instructions from their respective 
unions. 

The members of the Railway Clerks’ 
Association were on duty. 

'Busmen, however, were in doubt as to 
what course they should take, with the 
result that the early "buses were left in 
the garages for a half an hour after their 
normal starting time. When the men 
learned that their tickets would be issued 
by the usual clerical employés, they 
started work, but were instructed by their 
unions to confine themselves to their 
normal duties. 

The members of the Railway Clerks’ 
Association also were instructed to per- 
form only their usual duties. 
The strike committee, which carried out 
its intensive picketin arrangements 
during the day, reported that there had 
been a unanimous response to the call in 
Dublin and district. 3 

In addition to the members of the two 
railway unions directly involved, railway 
shopmen who belonged to other unions 
ceased work, but some electricians re- 
mained on duty, and no effort was made 
to persuade them to cease. 


TRANSPORT WORKERS’ 
ATTITUDE, 


Interviewed early in the day, an official 
of the Amalgamated Transport and Gene- 
ral Workers’ Union stated that no request 
had been made to that union to involve 
its members in the dispute, but that the 
members’ instructions forbade them to 
handle “ tainted ” goods. He also stated 
that certain members directly connected 
with the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany’s goods service had withdrawn their 
labour. 

The question of the Great Southern 
Railways traffic, controlled by the main 
signal cabin at Amiens street, and by the 
East Wall signal cabin—both belonging 
to the Great Northern Railway Company 
—had threatened to involve the Great 
Southern Railways workers in the dispute. 
The danger, however, was overcome yes- 
terday morning, when it was learned that 
the Great Southern Hailways Conipany 
would not use the overlapping lines dur- 
ing the period of the strike.

Among the charges hgainst them is that 
they lent the Kreuger and Toll Company 
a sum amounting to nearly 200,000,000 
kronor, obtained by the issue of new 
shares required for the purpose of fulfilling 
obligations to Poland and Germany. 
Moreover, it is alleged, Kreuger and Toll 
obtained from the Match Company certain 
Hungarian Bonds to the value of 8,000,000 
dollars, and German Bonds exceeding half 
a million dollars. 

The Board of the Match Company are 
also charged with, having distributed 
27,000,000 kronor in dividends in 1951 at 
a time when the position of the company 
did not warrant such diyidend payments.

IRISH INDUSTRIAL | 


DEVELOPMENT. 


PROTECTION AFFORDED 
BY ASSOCIATION. 


At the annual general meeting of the Irish 
Industrial Development Association, held in 
Grafton Chambers, 102-105 Grafton street, 
Dublin, yesterday, the Countess ‘of Desart 
presiding, the annual report was adopted on 
the motion of Mr. G. Shackleton, seconded 
by Mr. A. H. Kapp. 

The report stated that during the year 
1932 manufacturers had fully availed them- 
selves of the services of the Association. The 


use of the Irish Trade Mark had been | 


granted to a large number of manufacturers, 
in addition to those already licensed. Many 
of the. manufacturers applied for extension 
of their licenses for other products. 

It came to the notice of the Association 
that. Irish agents of an English firm were 
advertising and selling model bicycles under 
an Irish title. The Council of the Associa- 
tion took action in the matter, which resuited 
in a prevention of a repetition of the offence. 

Assistance was given to Irish public bodies 
to recast their tender specifications so as to 
secure Irish-made supplies where possible. 
Various samples of goods sent to the Associa- 
tion for report as to where they were manu- 
factured were sent by the Association to 
oo for examination, and the resulting 
information was communicated to the in- 
quirers, As the result of this information, 
business was given to Irish manufacturers. 


SWIMMERS’ GOGGLES. 

An interesting inquiry came from the 
United States with regard to goggles for the 
use of swimmers under water, and the 
Association was pleased to be able to give 
the information that the goggles were the 
invention of Father O'Flanagan, of Bray, 
and that they were made in Ireland. As far 
as the Association was aware, no such 
appliances were obtainable elsewhere. 

At the request of the American Consul- 
General in Dublin, the Association circularised 
interested Irish firms and individuals, giving 
them particulars of the Irish Fair held at 
San Francisco, California, last November, 
under the auspices of the combined Cali- 
fornian divisions of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians. A number of firms replied 
stating that they intended to send goods to 
San Francisco. 

It having been reported that a passenger 
returning to America had purchased a s0- 
called '' Limerick lace’’ shawl on one of the 
outward bound liners at Queenstown, believ- 
ing it to be of Irish manufacture, the 
Association took the matter up with the Com- 
missioner of the Civic Guard and asked him 
to take steps to 
[Irish sentiment by the sale of non-Irish 
goods in this manner, particularly in view 
of the large number of visitors expected 
during the year. 

In connection with the Eucharistic Con- 


gress held in Dublin last June, the Associa- | 


tion wrote a letter to the Revenue Com- 


missioners suggesting that the officers should | 


be on their guard to prévent passengers or 
crew of liners bringing ashore from the 
liners berthed at Dun Laoghaire foreign- 
made goods for sale in this country.

PLANT JUICE THAT FORMS 
PROTECTIVE FILM. 


Jet-black teeth may become fashionable if 
a newly-found Sonth American plant, said to 
prevent tooth decay, lives up to its reputa- 
tion and people take to chewing its leaves. 

It is claimed that decay can be prevented 
by chewing the plant, which forms a protec- 
tive film over the teeth, according to reports 
brought to the Smithsonian Institution, says 
Reuter’s correspondent in Washington. 

The scientist responsible found the plant in 
the jungles of Colombia, where it is in use 
among the little-known tribe of Citara 
Indians, who have “ almost perfect teeth.’’ 
Children chew leaves of the plant until a 
protective film is formed, and adults chew 
them twice a year to repair any places where 
the film may be worn off. 

Black teeth are considered objects of beauty 
yhereas white teeth are 
regarded as almost a deformity. i
